This would prove the 
falsity ‘of Madeiros’s statement to 
Weeks.:He unquestionably lied when 
he told Weeks that Fred was in the 
murder car. 


Rules on Alleged Conspiracy. 


Regarding the ‘allegation: of defense 
counsel of conspiraty of national] and 
State Government Agencies the Court 
said: .

pire press to the Dominion Premiers. 

“Rumor has attached extraordinary 
significance to his visit. General Hert- 
208 is making definite claims for ‘an 
independent national status for the 
Union of South Africa’.’’ 

This and other Hertzog statements 
are characterized by Mr. Harmsworth 
as the most sensational demand ever 
advanced by a Dominion Premier. 


Describe American Competition. 


As for American competition in the 
Dominions, two of the Premiers dealt 
with it in their speeches yesterday, the 
official text of which was not dis- 
closed until this afternoon. They were 
Bruce of Australia and’ Mackenzie 
King of Canada. 

Commenting on Great Britain's fail- 
ure to secure what he considered a 
fair share of the improved world trade 
since 1923, Premier ‘Bruce said that the 
reason was that she was subjected to 
tremendous competition, — especially 
from America. Since 1923, he said, 
there had been a tremendous expan- 
sion of production in America, which 
is still goin rs 4 on, and it seems almost 
impossible that the expansion of Amer- 
ican population can approximate that 
of American production, sow taking 
place, particularly when it is remem-

Insurance League Unable to Meet 
Law’s Requirements—State 
Files Liquidation Report. 





Memories of one of New York’s most/ 


famous military organizations ‘were re- 
Nived yesterday when the report of 
Insurance Superintendent James A. 


Beha on the liquidation of the Seventh 
Regiment Veteran and Active League 
was filed with the New York -County 
Clerk by, Clarence C. Fowler, ‘special 
deputy in. charge of the Liquidation 
Bureau of the New York State Insur- 
ance Department. 

The league, which was the fraternal 
benefit club of the Seventh Regiment, 
New York National Guard, was organ- 
izéd in November, 1884, by members of 
the old Seventh Regiment, -which had 
a long military history and became the 
107th Infantry, Twenty-seventh, Divi- 
sion, during the World War. In re- 
cent years there has been a large death 
rate, since many of the original mem- 
bers had reached a considerable age. 

On June 10 the league was taken 
over by the State Insurance Depart- 
ment when it found ‘itself. with only 
288 surviving members and unable to 
comply with the laws. regarding the 
reserves-of assessment insurance or- 
ganizations. The move for dissolution 
resulted from the passage of a new in- 
‘surance law which went into effect the 
first of the year. 

Liquidation proceedings were undery 
taken by the State bureau without 
Charge and the league’s assets in- 
creased by $206 while they were under 
State administration. The report shows 
that the fiabilities of the league total 
$95,708, including $4,500 in approved 
death claims, while available assets 
total $14,863. ‘Several wealthy members 
are understood to have signified their 
intention of refusing’ to collect . valid 
tlaims, and thus a portion of the as- 
sets may be made ovale for more 
a membets.

“follow the:mark.” The crisis was met 
by establishing something like a financial 
dictatorship, nominally by the King but 
actually by a strong Ministry of all 
parties—in that respect resembling PoINn- 
cAke’s achievement,at Paris. 

Under these auspices, in June the Bel- 
gian taxes were drastically increased, 








revenue allocated to debt redemption. 
In July the unusual step was taken, of

The budget figures show that this is not 
mere theory. For the year 1925 the ex- 
penditures on defense were--460,000,000 
marks and on unemployment relief $40,- 
000,000 marks. This total of 800,000,- 
000 marks is to be compared with the 
expenditure in 1914 of 974,000,000-marks 
on army and navy. . The percentages are 
even more ‘striking. In 1914 military 
and naval outlay consumed 27 per cent. 
of the.total budget-expenditure. In 1925 
defense and unemployment relief to- 
gether took only 10% per cent. of the 
total expenditure. | 

In Great Britain there has been no 
great reduction in the strength of the 
armed forces. The army.is smaller by 
15,000 men than it was in 1914, exclud- | 
ing’ India, and the navy enlistments 
have gone up. about a_ thousand. But 
from the budget angle the cost of mili- 
tary and naval defense has, in percent- 
ages, greatly declined. In 1913 army 
and navy took 38 per cent. of the total 
British expenditure. In 1925 they con- 
sumed 15 per cent. To be sure, the 
lower ratio has not been attained 
through cutting down military expendi- 
ture, but through the enormous -increase 
in other directions, chiefly in interest on 
the huge national debt.

TRANSPLANTING ENGLISH- 
MEN. 


One of the minor questions to be con- 
sidered at the Imperial : Conference’ in 
Loridon is the peopling of Australia by 
the British... Australia has ‘the land. 
She needs colonists. She wants Brit- 
other . foreigners. 
Britain. has a surplus of unemployed 
labor. ‘Many economists insist that em- 
igration on a large scale is the sole so- 
lution for Britain’s present troubles. 
Great Britain has arranged to advance 
to the Australian Government sufficient 
funds to carry out an extensive program 
of State-aided colonization. It would 
seem to be to the interest .of all‘ con- 
cerned, ‘therefore, to hasten. the move- 
ment’.of population. 
few have gone. The total immigration 
into Australia during the last five years 
was only 181,000, of whom most. were 
Englishmen. This means only. about 
$6,000 a year, or a little more than half 
the British quota of immigrants to the 


- United States. 


Australians are inclined to blame the 
English,.and vice versa, for this state 
of affairs. The English claim that Aus- 
tralia is too. particular about those 
whom it permits to enter. The Austra- 
lians reply that as they are building a 
nation they want only the best. With this 


argument Americans will ‘readily sym-- 


pathize. “To be sure, Australia’s. restric- 
tions are greater than our own. They 
are mscing their country not only a 
“ ‘White Man’s Land,” but are. confining 
it almost exclusively to persons whose 


ancestors were born in the British Isles. 


Like the South Africans, they are op-

by special legislative authority, the State 
Department. two years ago. set about 
negotiating reciprocal: agreements ‘with 
various foreign countries to reduce the 
fees or abolish them altogether. 
Already ‘a. good. deal -of progress has 
been “made, 
Switzerland, Japan and a score of lesser 
countries have concluded such agree- 
ments. with the United States. - Some 
have cut the cost of visas toa dollar or 
two, some have done away with visa fees 
entirely, still,.others,. like Switzerland, 
have: waived the visa requirements  alto- 
gether, The list is notable; however, fer 
its omissions,‘ such. as Great Britain, 
France and Italy. The difficulty in the 


case of Great Britain appears to be, that, 


having in mind the requirements: of: im- 


migrant control, ‘we. proposed a reduc-. 


tion only in the case of tourists. Great 
Britain wanted:to extend the benefits of 
the agreement. to her emigrants to this 
country.. We should be able to find some 
way out of this impasse. 

Must passports be retained as a per- 
manent feature of travel? The system 
in vogue since thé war is cumbersome, 
vexatious and a‘drag on free intercourse 
between nations. If that system cannot 
be abolished- altogether, every effort 
should be made to simplify it to the 
greatest practicable degree. An inter- 
national conference was held at Geneva 
last Summer for this very purpose. 
The conference recommended that Gov- 
ernments should issue passports valid in 
all countries, and also advised that the 
fees charged should be put on a. cost 
basis—in other words, that passports 


should not be regarded as a source of | 
Meanwhile our. own } 


special. revenue. . 
State Department has made efforts of 
its own in the direction of further sim- 
plification. Hereafter, ‘for instance, 
American Consuls abroad will Be author- 
ized under certain restrictions to issue 
passports. to. American citizens abroad. 
That isa step in the right direction. 

With our strict immigration laws we 
naturally have our own special interests 
to protect, but surély that can be done 
without retaining all the red. tape that

This is 
just about what occurred in yester- 
day’s brief-market. The day was one 
of brisk advances all along the line, 
the gains ranging from a point or s0 
to as much as 6 or 7 points in particu- 
lar issues. ‘There was nothing at all 
in the financial news of the day’ to 
set in motion this buying power, and 
Wall Street concluded—and probably 
correctly—that the upswing could ‘be 
traced back to the desire of those on 
the short ‘side of the market to close 
out their commitments and take their 
profits. The turnover of stocks was 
not particularly large, amounting to 
little more than 750,000 shares. 

That the stock, market is still able 
to take cognizance of the day’s imme- 
diate mews ‘was demonstrated in the 
sharp gains in: the New York traction 
issues as a sequence to the decision of 
the New York Court of Appeals in 
eliminating the five-cent fare referen- 
dum from the State election ballot. 
This was construed in the financial 
district as a victory for the traction 
companies and the immediate reaction 
to this decision, which was a. reversal 
of the ruling of the lower court, was 
a brisk advance in the securities of 
the corporation directly affected by 
the ruling. Possibly the gain in the 
traction stocks helped to enliven the 
market as a. whole and doubtless in- 


| turn in the open market figures for the 
staple, but here, too, the hand of the 
professional trader was ~quite evident 
and there was no indication that the 
upswing was any more than.an even- 
ing up -of ‘commitments, pending the 
publication of the Government's. esti- 
mate, In the cotton trade 
steep! figures are anticipated.

This would compare 
with a last year’s ctop’ eat 16,135,000 
bales and a record crop of approxi- 
mately 16,200,000 balés ‘pratbied in 1914. 
At least it-may be said that any esti- 
mate of less than 17,000,000 bales for 
the 1926-1927 crop would prove a sur- 
prise to the trade. =

Why Stores Furnish Them In ~Ad- 
vance to Charge Customers.:

Laying aside the question of sales 
volume, if an executivé or group of 


costs ‘with a view to reducing them 
wherever possible, where ‘shall a start 
be made? . The answer is, Anywhere 
Take, for example, the question ot | 
stocks. Whilé this sap to net. profits 
does not exist now to the extent it did 
even a.few years ago, due to the so- 
called hand-to-mouth style. of buying, 
it is a fact that interest charges on a 
too large stock, especially if that stock 
is carried for any length .of time. be- 
fore its ultimate disposal, bee in them- 
selves put.a decided crimp in the net 
profits of the business. Preéesent-day 
competition has put a limit on the-ex- 
tent to which expenses of this; kind 
can be put on the shoulders of the 
customers by way of increased selling 
prices, and the stores are finding .it 
more and more necessary to bear. for 
themselves the..cost of errors’ they. 
make. 

Let ‘a store, for instance, have an 
“average stock throughout the year that 
is $500,000 larger than'is necessary for 
the volume of business done and right 
there.is an interest item of $30,000 to 
be taken, care of somehow. ‘The reme~ 
dy for such a situation, -while it may 
be somewhat difficult to apply, is none}: 
the less. obvious. The topheavy stock 
situation is particularly in need of cur- 
ing if a good part of the surplus mer- 
chandise is of the ‘‘sticker’’ type, par- 
ticularly in jewelry, furniture and 
other things that run into big money 
quickly, and on which interest piles ¥P 
rapidly because of this. 

Another source of depletion of net 
protits due to leaks or inefficiency is 
the advertising department. FProbably 

n no other part of the store is it. more 
ifficult to determine leakages or to 
run them down. Merchangising  au- 
thorities are agreed, however, that the 
store which spends a large part of its 
appropriation trying to correct its mer- 
chandise errors is wasting’ money. 


This is not, because advertising is 


. wrong, but because that type of ad- 


vertising has long since lost ‘its appeal 
to the customer. Nowadays a- cus- 
tomer desires a store to tell her what 
it has that she may want tO buy, not 
what tHe store thinks she should buy, 

There is also the loss of net profit 
that arises through the cost of ineffec- 
tive advertising. Sometimes’ this is 
the result of intbility on the part of 
the advertising staff, but more fre- 
quently it results from lack of &o* 
operation between the buyers ,and -the 
advertising department. Usually it is 
due to the inability or: unwillingness 
of buyers to give the proper assistance 
in building, up an advertisement that 
tells the story it is supposed to. do 
and not infrequently it,is due to the 
attempt of some buyer to “pass the 
buck’ at-the expense cf the advertis- 
ing manager and his assistants. In 
rare instances, however, does ; this 
happen in any really progressive store, 
large or smali, for in these establish-

With non-selling 
employes, however, it is exceedingly 
difticult, if’ not altogether. impossibie 
in many instances, to tell if they are 
‘earning the wages paid them, The re-/|, 
sult, if the direction’ of these employes 
is not what it should be, is ‘‘soldier- 
ing.’ This means the hiring: of ‘more 
,employes than are really nécessary. to 
do.a-given amount of work which, in 
turn, means in gape expense and a 
lowered net, profit. g a happy 
balance in the pad of non«seilling 
employes. required by a large store, in- 
cidentally;'is not a simple matter. 

Indiscriminate selling at. special em- 
ployes’ discounts is'a sumewhat:intre- 
quent and, perhaps, not very impor- 
tant cause of lost profits, yet it is one, 
of: the factors which co ontribute to a 
low net return in some instances. 
There are known cases of “his sisters 
and his cousins ‘and his aunts’’ béing 
sold at the special discount as well as 
e employe himself, In such Caseg it |. 
is: not difficult to picture @ slump in 
profits. 

One very fruitful source of decreased 
profits is the.use by a store of many 
different ‘things when a few standard 
ones would do... Thesé range all the 
ar fe from tiny price tags to the large 

‘elaborate forms used by many 
stores for inventory purposes, and 
from bags used for ‘“‘wrapping’’ small 
articles to the large boxes) in ‘which 
ready-to-wear garments are ‘delivered. 

The whole quéstion of store supplies 
and’ the savings that can be effected 
by stant tion and elimination: has 
only in recent years been receiving the 
attention that it. rightfully deserves. 
An estimate of the average cost of 
store supplies places it between 7 and 
8.per cent, of the:entire overhéad,' so 
it is obvious that in’ the casé of a 
large store considerable money can be 
saved if this item can be reduced. 

Some very important savings have 
been effected by cooperative pur- 
chasing: of standardized supplies by 
prominent stores located in different 
cities; and similar savings might be 
made by merchants.in actual competi- 
‘tion if they were farseeing enough to 
confine their ‘‘dog eat dog’’ tactics to 
the actual selling of merchandise and 
service. The proof of this is the suc- 
cess which is being had with a co- 
operative engraving: plant\ that has 
been in operation in an Eastern city 
for some ‘time. In this case the stores 
forgot competition far the mutual good, 
and there is little reason why this idea 
could not be extended ;in scope and 
ae with profit by stores ,in .other 
cities. :

HING in Italy under Mus- 
solini has changed more than 
Mussolini himself. It is not 
to be expected that the frock- 
coated gentieman with the camellia 
in~his buttonhdle who sits in an 
over-described, over-gilded room in 
the Palazzo Chigi is the same as 
the conquering Black Shirt who 
marched into that Hall of Victory 
years ago this month. He 
isn’t. He is more different from the 
leader of the march on Rome than 
the Fascist chief dictating class col- 
laboration is diffent from the violent 
agitator of class struggle.

«| White Plains Anniversary Recalls the British Commander’ ~ 
Extraordinary Failure to Follow Up His Advantage 


The Battle of White Plains was 
Jought 150 years age. As a military 
action it was not highly important, 
but it had a strange aspect in that 
for “political: reasons”. the British 
General, Howe, failed to follow up 
the advantage gained by hig troops. 
The battle ig deacrited in the fol- 
lowing article, one of a series deai- 
ing with important events of the 

Revolution.

HE Battle of White Plains oc- 
cupies a respectabie amount 
“of dspace in any history of the 
ae Revolutionary War. How- 
ever, it is notable chiefly for what 
did not happen rather than for what 
did. It was one of the half-dozen or 
more occasions during the campaign’ 
of 1776 when General Howe had an 
opportunity to crush ‘Washington’s 
army and, for reasons best known to 
himself, neglected to do so. 

Howe ‘had fought the Battle of 
Long Island. when he might, per- 
haps, have gained the same result 
by sending his ships into the North 
and Hast Rivers, thus cutting the 
city..off from its defenders on Brook-

Cautious Though Rash 

He had waited on the Brooklyn

a. process. developed! in .the’ East- 
man laboratories ‘for making films 
immortal. They will be placed in 
steel boxes and kept forever in @ 
dry atmosphere, at a temperature 
of 40 degrees, for the benefit of his- 
torians and ~-: students, centuries 
hence. 

The schoolboys of 3000 or 4000 
A, D. may learn about us from the 
venerable news reels and dramas. 
Instead of: reading corpulent volumes 
of history, they will troop to the 
school movie houses to hoot 
their forefathers and write 
exercises . on “The Slow 
Motion Era” and “Factors. 

That Retarded the Develop- 
ment of the Early Twen- 
‘tieth Century Brain.” 

Even so, it is pretty cer- 
tain that distant ages will 
appreciate the courtesy of 
Mr. Hays and the motion- 
picture industry in setting 
aside these films for them. 

One of the most priceless 

relics of early English his- 
tory, for instance, is the 
Bayeux tapestry, which is 
nothing more than a 231-.° 
foot news reel in. needile- 
work. It pittures the Nor- 
man Conquest in seventy- 
two seenes.

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OLD SPARTA SLOWLY

The piece of property 
which Lord Chesham has sold lies 
on’ the north side of Piccadilly be- 
tween Burlington House and Bond 
Street, and the Burlington Arcade 
lies in the centre of it, a covered 
shop-lined promenade running from 


Piccadilly to Burlington Gardens, a 
distance of 196 yards. Burlington 
House was built in the early 1700s 
by one of the’ Boyles, later Earis of 
Burlington, now .one of the Duke 
of Devonshire's titles; and ‘early in 
the 1800's another of the Boyles 
itt the Arcade slong the entire 
side of his grounds, “once for 
all to prevént people from throwing 
thinge. over my garden wail.” The 
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architect, one Samuel Ware, who 
finished it-in 1819, was instructed 
to design “a covered way from Pic- 
cadilly to Cork Street, with - shops 
mostiy for jewels for the gratifica- 
tion of the public and the employ- 
ment of deserving females.” 


Thickly Hung With Coronets 


Burlington House is now a nobler 
neighbor than its builder ever 
imagined it would be, and the little 
Arcade has not done at all badly 
itself. The Government bought Bur- 
lington House some seventy years 
ago and Lord Chesham’s father 
bought the Arcade a little later. Lord 
Chesham is a Cavendish, as is the 
Duke of Devonshire. The Cavendish 
family tree, im fact, is as thickly 
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hung with coronets as a rose bush 


is hung with roses. Burlington House | was once a man in a hurry who/ate one. But those days have: long

On Oct. 25 General Howe got as 
far as Scarsdale, and after some 
more mandeuvring finally came face 
to face with Washington's entrench- 
ments on Oct, 28. Each army had in 
the field about 13,000 men. The 
British excelled in discipline, experi- 
ence and equipment, but the Amer- 
icans were the better shots. 

The morning was bright and clear— 
an ideal morning for. a bi&ttle, if 
there had to be one. The first notice 
the. Americans had of the impending 
attack was a column of light dra- 
goons, which pranced boldly toward 
the trenches, received a scattering 
volley and detoured out of range. 
| Behind them came the infantry. “The 
sun shone bright,” said an eyewit- 
ness; “their arms glittered, and per- 
haps troops never were shown to 
more advantage than ‘these now ap- 
peared. The whole now halted, and 
for a few minutes the mefi all sat 
down in the same order in which 
they stood, no one appearing to 
move out of his place.” 


Howe's Plan of Attack 


The American centre was its weak- 
est . point. If Howe had driven 
straight ahead with all his force he 
probably would have shattered it. 
But military textbooks said emphati- 
cally that an enemy's centre was 
tis strongest spot. Howe looked 
about him. On his left and the 
American right, just across the 
Bronx River, was an eminence 
known locally as Chatterton’s Hill. 
It was occupied by the American 
General -McDougall with 600 Con- 
4 tinentals—regular soldiers, compara- 
tively well drilled—and 900 militia of 
wneertain quality. Howe determined 
to take this hill He laid down a 
bridge across the little river, turned 
all his artillery on the upper slopes, 
ahd sent 4,000°men as a storming 
party. The rest of his army re- 
mained where they were, like specta- 
tors at a theatre. 

On the hill was Captain Alexander 
Hamilton with the only two or three 
pieces of artillery the Americans had. 
He served them well and the Conti- 

nentals and farmer militiamen shot 
straight. Several times the British 
were driven back. 

“We fired a voliey at the Hessian 
grenadiers at about twenty rods dis- 
tance,” said an American rifleman, 
“and scattered them like leaves in a 
whiriwind.” 

But the Hessian Colonei Rahl—or 
Rall, it is spelled both ways— 
dropped down the river a quarter of 
a mile, hit the Americans in the 
flank and forced them to fall back.

On the afternoon of Nov. 3 the two 
armies were again facing -one an- 
other. «But that day Howe had news 
that turned him south again. <A dé- 
serter from Fort Washington had laid 
before him the inmost secrets of that 
fort's defense: It was easier to go 
back and capture “the fort and its 
3,000 or more defenders than to beat 
Washington. 

During all the night of Nov. 3 the 





American sentries heard wagons 
rumbling westward out of the British | 
camp. Next day there was no doubt | 
about it; the enemy were retiring in. 
the direction of Dobbs Ferry, ravag- | 
ing the countryside and running off 
the cattle as_they went. To Wash- 
ington this meant either an attempt 
to invade the Hudson Valley or to 
carry the war over into New. Jersey. 
He divided his forces, sending 3,000 
men’ under General. Heath to Peeks- 
kill and 5,000 under Putnam to 
Hackensack, and leaving the im- 
mortally foolish General Charies Lee 
in command of the remainder in 
Westchester. Thus all his men were 
temporarily out of harm's way, with 
the single exception of those-shut up 
in Fert Washington under Colonel 
Magaw. 


Pe oe Satisfaction 


The Americans had escaped un- 
shattered from a serious danger. 
Some of them were jubilant. “Our 
army are so strongly fortified,” de- 
clared General Greene, “and so much 
out of command of the shipping that 
we have Httle more to fear this cam- 
paign.” Washington, as usual, was 
steadfastly pessimistic in every can- 
did comment.on the state of affairs. 
He seems to have. been at this stage 
nearly the gloomiest man in. North 
America. But he was also one of the

strung him. He acted with force an? 
decison even in what he recognized 
as practically hopeless situations. 

Howe was to have a real victory 
or two before the year was out.

Continental troops at White Plains.

Listening to his exposition, there 
in that princely reception room, of 
his new invention in aristocratic 
Government; I could not help think- 
ing that the annals of American 
democracy furnished no more ro- 
mantic fable than the rise of the 
half-starved urchin of Predappio to 
the Roman dictatorship.

“Complicated?” he is saying. “On 
the contrary, it is most simple, the 
simplest and most natural organiza- 
tion of human society—every one 
equal, every one represented accord- 
ing to his interest: Women? Of 
course—if they are workers.” He 
pointed out that in-the Fascist plan 
the State is as well organized as 
the keyboard of a piano, as respon- 
sive to a touch as the string of a. 
violin. He illustrated the point by 
seizing out of the air an imaginary 
violin and making mehear, also 
with the imagination, the harmony 
of a perfectly coordinated. State 
symphonized by a master hand! 

I asked how the new corporative 
State contrasted with the familiar 
nineteenth century model, and 
whether he would say that by rep- 
resenting their interests rather than 
their opinions it is more representa- 
tive of all the people and, there- 
fore, in a sense, more democratic 
than the State it supersedes.

A MELODRAMA WITH -RED- HOT TITLES 





F ighting, Shooting and an Ice F lood—“The Ase of Cads,” With 
Menjou, Lacks Michael Atlen’s Spark | |

GRUFF;, melodrama that takes 
itself wery seriously held forth 
as the principal screen attrac- 
tion at the Hippodrome last 

week. It is called “The Ice Flood,” and 
is concerned with bootleggers and Bol- 
gheviki in an Oregon lumber camp. 
It is a queer mixture of scenes, with 
bright’ spots lost in.a sea of banalities. 
After reading some of the captions it 
geems as though this feature would 
benefit by subtitles in a lighter vein. 
At present it rumbles clumsily along, 
wanting the spectators to believe that 
perhaps the hero may not win out in 
the fight with the gaunt, confident 
villain, and that there is every .pos- 
sibility of the heroine being crushed. 
to death in an ice flood. 

The notion of having an American

be especially new, ‘but it has “pos- 
sibilities. Sometimes the director, 
George’ B. Seitz, has made the most 
of his épportunities, but he frequently 
drops to a- rather low level. Marie 
O’Neil, daughter of the camp super- 
intendent, goes around most Of the 
time with a crippled brother, and, to 
strike deeply into the hearts of the 
audience, during a fist fight between 
the Oxford graduate and the camp 
bully the latter treads on the child’s 
Jame leg:

WAGNER'S NIECE RECALLED. 


| BERLIN. 
NEW book, calculated to arouse‘ 
A unusual’ if not sensational iriter- 
est in musical circles the world 


over, has just made its appearance 


here. The book, a biography, has been | 


-issued by its publishers in connection 
with the observance on Oct. 18 of \the 
100th anniversary of Johanna Jath- 
mann-Wagner,; the celebrated niece of 
the Bajreuth master for whom he- 
wrote the part of Blisabeth in Tann- 
hiuser, ‘and who not only. sang the 
réle. in the original. Dresden -produc-: 
tion in the "40s of the last century, 
but-was also permitted to be ita in- 
terpreter at the first Baireuth per- 
formance. The biography just issued 
here concerns the life and activity of 
this artist, and among other revela- 
tions cofisidered sensational contains 
passages which are said to go far in 
clearing away some of the fog of 
doubt which has enshrouded the birth 
of Richard Wagner ever singe the 
days when seekers after biographical 
facts first began taking pains to in- 
vestigate the genesis of this remark-/} 
able man. 

Johanna Wagner was the daughter 
of Richard's eldest brother, Albert, a 
siiger and stage diréctor at the Royal 
Berlin Opera ‘in the days of the ‘great 
Hiilsen. As a very young girl Johanna 
became an actress, and when. evi- 
dences of vocal talent showed them- 
selves she developed into a singer, 
especially when encouraged to do 80 
by her uncle Richard, who had come 
to Dresden to produce hig “Rienzi,” 


and at this particular time was prepar- 


ing his “Tannhauser’ for production 
there. As the celebrated prima donna, 
Fray Schrider-Devrient, had to re- 
ceive first consideration as far as the 
women singers were concerned, Wag- 
ner dedicated the réle of Venus to her; 
whereupon. he was free to hand. over 
the part of Elizabeth to his beloved } 
niece, a tall, handsome, golden-haired 
girl who .even at this comparatively | 
early stage of her career was able to 
make a great: deal out of the fine ma- 
terial given to her, if we are to believe 
the account of her performance in 
“Mein Leben.”’ 

Because of the présent observance 
of the one hundredth anniversary of 
the birth of Johanna Jachmann-Wag- 
ner, who died in Wiirzburg.in 1894, 
two men have seen fit to fssue the, 
biography above referred to. The first’ 
of these is the singer’s. only living. son, 
Major Hans Jachmann; a former army 
officer, and the other Dr. Julius Kapp, 
a@ prominent writer oh musical sub- 
jects, and.also “dramaturg’ of . the

&nce? The claim of Mr. Stokowski at 
the Philadelphia Orchestra concert 
last Tuesday night in Carnegie Hall 
that he desires to make himself and 
his orchestra as invisible ‘as possible 
for the good of music was as. palpably 
disingenuous as it was absurd: He 
must haye known that nothing weutd 
do more to distract an audience from 
the message of the music to which he 
professed such devotion than his own 
theatrical behavior, to sdy nothing of 
the fact that the half-lit- and half- 
darkened auditorium was troublesome 
to the eyes. To many the effect was 
mot only. unnecessary but decidedly 
uncomfortable. It will be a pity if the 
magnificent concerts for which the 
Philadelphia Orchestra has become 
famous should be turned into occasions 
for sensation seekers.

Unlike-you, when I <b to inchantael 
concerts I sit in the balcony. It is a 
better place than the parquet to hear 
from, but it has disadvantages. For 
your comfort the lights about you are 
dimmed; I am compelled to face the 
glare of the ceiling lights all evening. 
When you wish to follow the con- 
ductor’s beat you look slightly upward 
and over the heads of the people in 
front of you; when I wish to do so I. 
must look downward, and the line of 
my vision takes in the people in front 
of me. For tHe concerts of the Phila- 
Gelphia Orchestra’ I have in front of 
me two ladies who are not still a mo- 
ment, who keep passing back and 
forth the single pair of opera glasses 
through ‘which they adore Mr. Sto- 
kowski, and are in constant communi- 
cation with each other by word or 
gesture, now nodding approval, now 
shaking disapproval. And when not 
thus engaged they are pretending to 
soothe the affected spinster who shows 
off with ostentatious hysteries at 
Varése’'s music ‘or Mr. Stokowski’s 
‘Slashing away at the series of drum- 
beats that just precedes the transfigu- 
ration section of “Death and Trans- 
figuration.”

Observe, then, a couple of portraits 
in these galleries, 

One, by Wayman Adams, is of Ed-

Na- 
ture is well to the fore in the Amer- 
ican section. . 

Max Kuehne’s little “Rocky Neck,” 
which won the first honorable men- 
tion, is all compact of gayety, sweet- 
ness and strength, fruit of close ob- 
servation of the natural world. The 
landscape recedes to a remote horizon 
and the crowded shores and gleaming 
water rest in a happy peace under a 
quiet sunlight. The subject has been 
not only seen but also felt; a subject 
possessing innumerable phenomena 
from which to choose, and here re- 
duced to a convincing expression of 
its. essential character. 

The,.strong movement of Gifford 
Beal’s “Sea Gulls,” the animated de- 
tail against a severe architecture of 
Robert Spencer's prize-winning pic- 
ture, “Mountebanks and Thieves,” the 
ebb and flow of human rhythms in: 
the symbolic composition by Arthur 
Davies, the withdrawn color and grave 
sentiment of John Folinsbee’s “Lehigh 
Canal,” the studied lightness and force 
of- the still life by William Meyero- 
witz, are other merits to confirm the. 
excellence of choice in the American 
section: 

Nevertheless there is not’ very much 
in this sectfon to tell us of the talents 
in this country which have been es- 
pecially stimulated by the. reactions 
of the younger foreign schools. Un- 
questionably the influence of both 
Cézanne and Matisse has been felt 
here. Cézanne is dead. He was born 
in 1839. He was the friend of the 
earliest impressionists. Matisse is 57 
years old and his early -efforts toward 
purity of design go back a quarter 
of a century.. The younger foreign 
schools have had time to break away 


from these authentic leaders and‘ inj 


many an instance have done so. Our 
own younger schools have worked al- 
most without leaders, authentic or 
other, although, of course, not with- 
out potent influences. Such men as 
Dickinson, Demuth, McFee, Marin are 
themselves leaders, but stil] more, in- 
dividual personalities... 

McFee alone is included in this exhi- 
bition, where he now belongs by cus- 
tom as well as by virtue of his supe- 
rior art. His contribution fs a flower 
subject: warm, sensitive flowers in a 
tall vase, black and red. the petals 
throbbing with life as if stili growing 
in a dooryard. McFee’s art is quite 
his own. If any have traced in it 
antecedents still powerful to mold and 
change it, they hardly could hold to 


[their opinion in the presence of any’ 


number of his works. . 
_ Our misfortune is that it never Is a 
case of any number of his works. 
They cross the stage one at a time, 
at infrequent intervals. Each makes, 
however, an impression so profound

ALDO PIERCE has been called, 
and doubtless is, a disciple of 
Matisse.

NOTES ON EXHIBITION S IN NEW YORK 


T is possible to speak of acuanr 
Rouault, whose etchings are now 
on view at the J. B. Neumann 
leries, as a ‘religious painter and as 
& romantic painter. It is also possible 


to drop both of these adjectives and} 


to speak of him as just an artist. In 
the present exhibition of his etchings, 
however, he is a creative son of the 
primitive Catholic Church and also’a 
healthy esthetic stepson of Gustave 
Moreau, 


The kinship of Moreau and Rouault 
is curiously apparent. One remembers 
that Rouault was a beloved-and wor- 
shipful pupil of Moreau’s. But one 
likewise remembers that Rouault be- 
came, with Derain and Viaminck and 
Matisse, a “Fauve”—one of those once 
terrifying esthetic wild beasts—and 
later struck out for himself. . This 
strange relationship of Moreau and 
Rouault 
ing as well @s curious, because it re- 
veals Moreau’ s mathematical . -mysti- 
cism and Rouault’s fresh, elemental 
feryor and piety. 


“. Splendid Dust of pautsoural: 
Moreau was a voluptuary, and a 


mystic. Because he could not believe, 


he fabricated a dead world of museum 
pieces, His was an art pieced to- 
gether in the splendid dust of mu- 
seums. What interested him in the 
Christ story was the Salome and John 
the Baptist prelude. His interest was 
cerebrally nostalgic rather than reli- 
gious, 

But it is Christ who incilbienaiee Rou- 
ault, He is haunted, not by the undu- 
lating Salome, but by the sad face of 
the Nazarene. He looks at that tragic 
face with the analyti fervor of a 
Diirer or even of a nach; only 
the faces in Rouault’s etchings are 
not eaten by the doubts caused by. the 
black plagues that frayed the faces of 
the medieval figures in Ditirer and 
Cranach, Rouault’s belief is, indeed, 
so great that his emotion often weak- 


almost lividly luminous intensity rare- 
ly equaled in our day. \

--the same time be promotive of labor’s

- dictory. 


To: be specific, organized labor 
wants, in the first plate, a shorter 
working week and has gone on record 
in favor of a gradual reduction of the 
industrial week. It is cognizant, on 
the other hand, of the extreme ‘mo- 
notony of the task of the average fac- 
tory worker resulting from the most 
rigid application of. the principle of | 
the division of labor known to indus- 
trial history. 

These facts could be brought out ho 
more strikingly than in the attitude 
of the Federation toward the policies 
of Henry Ford. He is praised, on the 
one hand, as the pioneer in the five- 
day week movement indeed, the Fed- 
eration seems to have appropriated 
Mr. Ford's chief argument in favor of 
‘such a week: namely, that .unless 
more time for consumption. is afforded 
the worker there will be overproduc- 
tion, not because the worker lacks 
money. but because he lacks time 
wherein to enjoy thosé goods which 
have been produced for his benefit. 
On the other hand, Mr. Ford’s meth- 
ods of production are criticized be- 
cause of the resultant “constant mo- 
notony’’ and their tendency to reduce 
the employes to ‘‘mere atoms.’’ 

Let us assume that both aims—the 


“shortening of thé working-week and 


the lessening of the monotony of the 
worker’s task—are worthy and should 
be attained. The question is: Are the 


two aims so interdependent that the 


realization of the one would render 
impossible the realization of the other? 
In other’ words, can both objects be 
realized? 

Superficially, at least, the answer 
appears to be no... It is elementary 
that only as the division of labor—the 
allotment to each worker of a smaller

Edison writes:. ‘‘The difference . be- 


tween the automatic and the /semi- 


automatic machine is very great. Its 
significance in industry is immense.

THOSE INTERSTELLAR ICE: CLOUDS 


To the Editor of The New York Times: ¥ 

What is this about visiting clouds of 
ice from interstellar space of which 
we read in Tum Times of Oct, 3 in a 
letter headed ‘‘Cosmic Forces in Hur- 
ricanes,’’ in which the late drive on 
Florida real estate values is iaid to 
maleficent forces outside of the earth? 

If Eddington’s opinions about space 


are correct, ice could not exist there; 


but supposing him to be wrong, what 
are we to expect from this continuing 
bombardment ‘‘when the air is walled 
up and pushed along by thé tremen- 
dous impact of the clouds of ice, which 
descend in the form of hailstarms and 
tropica¥ showegrs’’? 

This goes on, according to Dr. Lin- 
denthal, who “‘warns against periodic 
repetition of such disasters as that 
which befell Florida,” over a belt 60 
degrees wide, encircling the earth 
equatorially, on which the ice of space 
is laying down an unceasing barrage. 
Frankly, we are worried. It appears 
to be only a matter of time when this 
influx of water in the solid and liquid 
phase is going to drown us all out. 
Century on century this continues; 
gravity attaches the water to us ‘by 
an unbreakable chain, everything is 
coming in and nothing going out and 
these ice swarms are not casual, com-~ 
paratively infrequent visitors like the 
metallic meteorites, but ¢ome in bat- 
talions with cyclonic impact. 

I am also concerned, about the 
moon ‘‘assumed to be covered with ice 
100 miles thick, reflecting sunlight.’’ 
Ought not what astronomers call the 
albedo of the moon to be greater than [ 
it is if, instead ofa surface composed 


-of rock, .there is a brilliant mass of 


reflecting ice exposed to the unpro- 
tected glare of the sun? Is this the 
ice acquired from space during the 
moon’s brief life and with its low 
gravitational power? What then may 
we expect on earth with its much 
greater attractive power and already 
preponderating water surface? Again, 
we are filled with forebodings of a 


| 





world entirely and permanently wet, 

rdless of constitutional limitations, 
Bat the moon’ makes ‘one revolution 
on its axis in cne of its journeys 
around the earth. One side is, for 
many days, exposed to the direct im- 
pact of radiation from the sun; there 
transformed into heat: the other side, 
facing comparative darkness of space, 
becomes in such case the receiver of 
a great distilling apparatus, and the 
water vapor released from tke ice 
sheet, if any, 100 miles thick, travels 
to the condensing surface on ie 
other side. 

The amount so transported’ must be’ 
vast in quantity and carried along 
with a tornado’s Wiolence, condensing 
to snow as it falls on the dark side, 
where we might expect a stronger: il-. 
lumination than the faint one returned 
to us from the light we reflect upon 
our neighbor. 

Yet no trace of this atmospheric tur- 
moil is ever observed through tele- 
scope or spectroscope, and near the 
edge of the illuminated: surface, where 
the sun’s light strikes the tops of 
lunar peaks which stand out ‘above 
the shadows at their bases, no stream- 
ers stand forth from these summits, 
as would be the case, it would seem, 
with rushing -clouds: of vapor con- 
densing ang freezing ’as they passed 
iftto the darkness -f the hidden side. 

Some months ago, my patience hav- 
ing reached the breaking point, 1 sent, 
you a letter of protest against the 
tremendous output of theory on every 
subject, from the comparatively trivial 
matter of why a chicken crosses the 
street to the reason for the excessive 
specific gravity of a recently weighed 
companion star. All interesting .and 
worthy of reflection if not put out, di- 
dactically and. as of authority, when 
facts are still so few and so insuscep- 
tible to proper marshali rad that they 
are a source of weakness rather than 
strength in any attempted advance.

modest scale. Berlin has now come 
boldly into, the open with an un- 
abashed bureau of advice for those | 
contemplating marriage, and has for- 


” tified its position by issuing .an offi- 


cial certificate to’ the candidate for 
matrimony, to the effect that he or 
she has been duly examined and is 
Medically eligible to enter marriage. 
Great Difficulties Encounteged. 
Gréat difficulties vresented them- 
selves in establishing the ‘Berlin. bu- 
reau, and it is likely that these diffi- 
culties will be repeated as the various 
boroughs open’ their own marriage ad- 
vice offices? The initial o~ position has, 
however, been weakene¢ by a procia- 
mation issued by the Prussian Min- 
ister of Social Welfare, dated Feb. 19, 
1926, to the effect that the establish- 
ment of such medical consultation bu- 
reaus was té be recommended to all 
communities. The movement, to be 
sure, goes back still further, for the 
beginning of the year 1920 found the 
Advisory Board of Health of the Reich, 
engaged in debating questions dealing 
with problems of population and 
propagation, and all the hygienic and

The most enthusiastic cnahilon ‘of 


the idea in. Berlin. was Dr,.Albert 
forach, one of the leading municipal 
physicians. His first efforts met with 
considerable opposition, chiefly on the 
part of "medical bodie: and ghurch 
circles, who foresaw in this public in- 
stitution an intrusion upon their age- 
old. personal prerogatives and’ pre- 
serves. A society of Berlin. physicians 
protested ‘‘against the opening of such 
@ marriage advice bureau, because. it 
resirded this as highly superfluous and 
as inimical in its effects, .since it was 
directly contrary to the policy of popu- 
lation, which all poltical parties con- 
sidered as ‘desirable. .Alil that was 
necessary in this field could be accom- 
plished bythe regular practitioner.” 


However, this opposition was aver-|. 


come in time. It was pointed out that 
however serviceable and useful the 
advice of the family doctor might be 
to those about to marry, there were 
millions today, even among the middle 
classes, who were no longer able to 
afford the services of a family physi- 
cian. The first breach in the walls of 
orthodoxy was made by~the District 
Council of Prenzlauer Berg, a borough 
of Berlin North.

The bureau was opened in the Sum- 
mer of 1926. and uas already proved 
successful.

Dr. Scheumann, the head of the 
Marriage Advice Bureau in Duncker 
Strasse of Prenzlauer Berg, says: 

“As the. head physician of such’ an 
institution as this cannot treat the 
people—or patients—who come to him, | 
it is necessary that he work hand ‘in 
hand ‘with regular specialists, AH ex- 
aminations made here: or at the reg- 
ular clinics of the city are free of all 
charge.’ It is also necessary that we 
work in close touch with the authori- 
ties empowered to perform civil mar- 
riages, and it is to be hoped that we 
shall soon progress so far that .mar- 
riages will be performed only ‘upon 
presentation of a certificate issued by 
a marriage advice bureau. -In cases 
when we cannot issue such a certi-, 


paper, strongly advising him to post- 
pone marriage.

The Bronx system is essentially the~

Problem of Life on Mars. 

To populate Mars with living, intel- 
ligent creatures somewhat similar to 
ourselves requires many things. 
Among the most important are water, 
oxygen ‘and vegetation. Man could 
not live on ‘a dry, bare earth and 
unprotected ‘from a burnihg sky. “Be- 
tween the earth and man arose the 
leaf, Between the sky and man came 
the cloud.” The story writers may 


use their “imagination to any extent 
they please about the inhabitants of 
Mars; on the scientists rests the bur- ‘ 


den of proof. 


Just what do.we know about. Mars?. 


The earliest recorded ‘observation was 


made in the fifth century B. C.; it] 


can -be found in Ptolemy’s famous 
work, the “Almagest.” From then on 


the planet was regularly observed, es- 


pecially during the time of Copernicus 
and Tycho Brahe. It was through the 
latter’s observations that ‘Kepler’ first 
suspected that there was “something 

wrong”; that the planet did not fol- 
low a circular orbit. Finally he came 
out with the statement that the orbit 
of Mars is an ellipse, and subsequently 
that all planetary orbits are ellipses, 


-thus ‘paving the way for Newton's 


law of gravitation. 

We now know that Mars revolves 
around the.sun in 687 days, ‘following 
a rather eccentric ellipse, and varying 
its distance from the sun between 128

And 
what is perhaps more significant, the 
reduced cost of recovering the potash 
from Searles Lake (owing to installa- 
tion of impfovements and to research) 
makes it possible for America to com- 
pete for the first. time with foreign 
companies that. have for many years 
controlled the industry. 

-Long before the war Germany and 
France had supplied the potash needs 
of the world, Germany producing 57. 
per. cent, and France 37 per cent. of 


all potash consumed. The war, with, 


its consequent blockade of German 


‘ ports, stopped the supply. European 


markets being closed, the question of 
finding sufficient pdtash for the Amer- 
ican farmer's needs became impera- 
tive. 


: Search. for American Potash. 


All possible processes were tried and 
all material yielding even a small per- 
centage of potash was utilized. The 
giant kelp found off the coast of Cali- 
fornia, the green sand of New Jersey 
known as giauconite, the alunite de- 
posits of- Utah, deposits left by fumes 
from cement kilns, slops from distil- 
leries,.and of course the homely wood 
ashes—all these, chemically treated, 
offered their bit. But ft .was not 
enough. Potash jumped from $40 a 
ton to nearly $500 a ton. By the last 
year of the war there were 128 firms 
in America producing potash. Then 
came the armistice. France and Ger- 
many again resumed potash exports 
and American producers were unable 
to meet the price of foreign markets. 
Congress placed no duty on crude pot- 
ash of the fertilizing grade. 

It. was about this time that John 
Teeple was asked to take charge of 
the plant at Searles Lake. _ Experi- 
mental work had been ‘started there, 
in 1917, for the salvaging of minerals 
eapable of utilization in ingustry. 
Searles Lake was a dry lake. “Its wa- 
ters had evaporated, leaving exposed 
deposits that through centuries had 
flushed down from surrounding hills. 
The job was to separate economically 
the potash magnesium from other 
deposits. 

Previous efforts to do this had been 
unsuccessful, owing to the contamina- 
tion of the potash by borax: in suf-

Market Prospects Having Developed _ 


central section of New York 

State, used to be famous for its 
hop-growing industry. No better hops 
were grown anywhere; the only 
equally fine ones were those raised in 
Kent, England. When prohibition was 
about to be put into effect the farmers 
lost their nerve about hop-growing 
and began forthwith to sell their 
farms. They did. not see a Canadian 
market as a possibility—or that for 
hops as for grapes there would still 
be a domestic demand. They were too 
confused by the change of law to seek 
a market other than the immediate 
one they had known. 


They did not know just what to do. 
And in.the course of a few years 
eighteen hundred farms were aban- 
doned, Their farms could not be made 
to pay without the hop crop. ‘Milk 
netted only about three cents a quart; 
taxes and labor continued high and 
produce yielded small compensation 
for time, work and expense. 

Before prohibition the farmer had 
been sure of his hop market and knew 
that he could pay the running ex- 
penses of his farm by this means and 
so make ends meet.- Hops were his 
bread and butter; corn, apples, milk 
butter, agricultural produce of other 
kinds, his cake. He raised hops that 
he might be a farmer of a hay field, 
an apple orchard, a vegetablé garden, 
a herd of cattle. While some farmers 
speculated in hops, waiting for higher 
prices, taking chances, making money, 
the conservative farmer sold them 
more or less hominally but quite cer- 


tainly.”

York has at its command that of the 
system, fed by the resources 
Westchester and Putnam counties. 
The normal supply of water is more 
than adequate to meet the demands, 
but two years of insufficient rainfall, 
added to the fact that the city’s need 
constantly increases, has served to de- 
crease the available supply in such 
degree that a water ration impends. 
Uniess heavy rains promptly make up’ 
the shortage of past months, New 
York must strike a balance between 
its income and outgo. 

John W. McKay,. acting deputy 
chief engineer of the Department of 
Water Supply, Gas and Electricity, 
says that warnings against waste are 
being heeded, the press, school chil- 


“dren and their parents cooperating. 


On Oct. 4, before the water economy 
campaign was launched, consumption 
from all sources was 878,000,000 gal- 
lon# a day. Ten days later this had 
dropped to 820 ,000,000—though of 
course the crisis remains. . 


Plans to Increase Supply. 


Meanwhile a! vast new engineering 
project is getting under way. It is 
proposed to bring water from a dis- 


_-tance of 150 miles, extending the 


present system’ of reservoirs and 
aqueducts to a point about parallel 
with Albany. No other city has ever 


attempted so vast a scheme ape 


providing itself with water. 

New: York is fortunately situated. 
An important aspect of the present 
undertaking wil] be the extension of 
gravity aqueducts instead of low-level 
aqueducts, where the flow is con- 
trolled by pumping. When New York, 
after the fire of 1835, first undertook 
to bring water a considerable distance, 
the city erected a reservoir where the 
Public Library now stands. The water 
flowed from Westchester and was 
brought in part’ across High pile” 
‘Spanning the. Harlem. 

' That undertaking had been witennwe 
from time to time, unti] the system 
draws water from a broad strip of 
territory as far north as Beekman, 
which lies within the seventy-five- 
mile zone—once regarded as an amaz- 
ing distance. Now the system will be 
pushed still further, through Dutchess 
and Columbia counties and well into 
Rensselaer, veering toward the Con- 
necticut and Massachusetts borders. 
Some water actually will be drawn 
from the latter State, as the general 
contour of the watershed lies nearer 
to Pittsfield, Mass., than Troy, the 
nearest important point in New York. 
But there is no drain of any conse- 
quence upon the western side of the 
Berkshire watershed. 


A Gigantic System. 


The citizen who turns a shining 
spigot in his home seldom glimpses 
the organization that makes this ser- 
vice possible. It embraces an engt- 
neering achievement comparable to 
the Panama Canal; one that operates 
upon a basis of big business. A large 
Share of nature’s favor is needed and 
recently the partnership with nature 
has been subject to difficulties. Per- 
haps the rainfall will be righted again: 
‘but there is uncertainty in the pro- 
vision. It is certain that consumption 
wil] continue to rise. Therein lies one 


., of New York’s major problems. An 


‘outlay of more than $400,000,000 has 
been recommended. . 
Throughout last Summer water pres- 
sure was low. Although it rained often 
in the metropolitan district, the water- 
sheds experienced a reduced fall and 
notably a lack of heavy rains suffi- 
cient to fill the reservoirs. Bach day 


. the: city must have 850,000,000 gal- 


lons, an advance from 735,000,000 in 
1920 and 530,000,000 in 1915. The 
Ashokan Reservoir supplied 580,000,- 
000 gallons daily last year of the 850,- 
000,000 needed. But in the same 
period the rainfall dwindled rapidly. 
For ‘nineteen "years it had averaged 
22.91 inches in the Catskill territory. 
a figure that dropped last. year to 
19.90 and this year to 17.50 inches 
(for the first six months). 
Natural Advantages.

The task of supplying 6,000,000 
people with water has exhausted one 
area after another. The grade of the

If the shade of Rip Van Winkle 
ever walks nowadays over his native 


| Catskills it must. find cause for wonder 


in the’ changes wrought by man. 
Where valleys and towns used to be 


there now are reservoirs and aque-/ 


ducts, draining a wide area in order 
that New York may drink of moun- 
tain springs. The Ashokan Reservoir 
is the biggest thing of its kind any- 
where in the world. 

Only a few months ago the Gilboa 
dam was closed, forcing the waters of 
Schoharie Creek into a valley where 
ten villages had nestled. This creek 
flowed- northward into the Mohawk 
Vi but the dam has turned it 

ward by means of a tunnel eigh- 
teen mil@s long, connecting with. the 
Ashokan Reservoir, There is a drop of 
500 feet between the two points, \and 
gravity is made to;serve in place of 
other power. ; 

The aqueduct leading from Ashokan 
passes under the Hudson below New- 
burgh, passes Peekskill on ‘the eastern 
bank, and #6 conducts Catskill water 
to the Kensico’ Reservoir. 
the south lie Hill View Reservoir and 
the city distribu system. By way 
of illustrating the forces involved, it 
may be said that the Ashokan Reser- 
voir contains at full capacity enough 
water to cover Manhattan Islan4 to a 
depth of thirty feet.. Schoharie Reser- 
voir, at the far tip. of the Catskill 
watershed, has a capacity of twenty 
billion gallons and Kensico will hold 
twenty-nine billion. - . 


The Croton Watershed. 


The Catskill system is only @ pdtt 
of the whole, entirely outside the pur- 
view of the new plan, confined to the 
eastern side-of the river and closely 
linked with the Croton system of aque- 
ducts. 

Broadly speaking, the Croton water- 
shed- lies between the Kensico Reser- 
voir and the general vicinity of Beek- 
man and Fishkill, extending to the 
Connecticut line. It is a natural col- 
lecting basin, marked by creeks “and 
lakes, and once was believed to hold 
all the water New York would ever 
need, Now the Croton system will be 


extended and amplified, embracing a}. 


long, narrow strip of territory, for the 
most part thinly settled. 

A series of connecting reservoirs will 
be constructed between the Croton 
watershed and the. northern limits of 
the enlarged zone. A new aqueduct is 
to run through the district from end 
to end, then across the Croton water- 
shed to New York. An essential part 
of the plan includes the diversion of 
Croton water into this aqueduct. 


¥Three streams will be delivered by 


gravity into the Kensico Reservoir, to- 
gether with the water from up-State. 

An additional reservoir on the east 
branch of the Croton River in Putnam 
County will make it possible to divert 
to higher levels many millions of gal- 
lons daily. The whole flow from up- 
State will reach Kensico by gravity. 
The Kensico Reservoir- will thus be 
used to store water from the whole 
Catskill system and the ‘sources 
recommended, added to more than one- 
third of the Croton supply. The Hill 
View Reservoir, on the edge of the 
city, will continue to serve as an 
equalizing point for Kensico, deliver- 
ing the inflow by the present tunnel 
alone, or. this tunnel and another one 
urgently needed. 


Proposed New Tunnel. 


The single delivery tunnel has’ been 
in constant use since 1915 and the 
volume of water passing through it 
cannot be reduced without: disturbing 
the supply in every borough. It would 
take six or seven years to complete 


jthe new tunnel—and so far it has not 


been authorized, although the Board 
of Water Supply proposed it in 1924. 

Accident or the’ natural results of 
wear are pretty certain to make re- 
pairs upon the present tunnel neces- 
sary before another tunnel can be 


built. A serious shortage would then 


develop. Cost of construction is esti- 
mated at about $67,000,000, a part of 
the larger sum already mentioned. 
This project is a unit of the general 
plan outlined, but a distinct unit. 

The new tunnel: would run from the 
| Hill View reservoir through thé east- 
ern portion of the Bronx, under the 
East River to Rikers Island, through 
Queens to the Williamsburgh section 
of Brooklyn and thence to Fort 
Greene Park, connecting with the 
Catskill delivery tunnel. In. addition 
to delivering the water obtained from 
new and additional sources of supply, 
it would deliver part of the Catskill 
water, 


Unit by Unit. 


Once this phase of the plan has 
been realized, development work will 
move northward unit by unit, from 
the Hill View reservoir to Kensico, 
then to the Croton watershed and by 
aqueduct and reservoir to the north- 
ern limits. Practically all of the im- 
portant tributaries to the Hudson on 
its eastern side are included. During 
1925 the city used water at an aver- 
age rate of 847,000,000 gallons™Waily, 
leaving a margin of only about. 253,-.; 
000,000 gallons, At the annual rate of 
increase, 31,000,000 gallons daily, the 
present reserve, unaugmented, would 
be exhausted in eight or ten years.

“Drunken driving’ is being curbed 


appreciably,’’ he said, ‘‘since Magis- 
trates are allowed discretion in impos- 
ing either a fine of $200 or a jail 
sentence of. thirty days. for first. of- 
fenses, we have fewer appeals from 
convictions and it is not éasy to get 
a judgment set aside.’’ ; 

Mr. Dill also added that the presence 
of drunken drivers and the fact that 
licenses are being revoked do not in- 
dicate failure of the present State

“Gradually less stress was jaia on 
the importance of mail.

Few, very. few, of the 
thousands of fan letters contained any- 
thing of value; any suggestion that 
might lead to improvement in pro- 
grams. Most of them were merely 
polite acknowledgments from consci- 
entious listeners, who felt duty bound 
to let the station know they had. the 
@ear-phones on. It was good to know 
200 persons had written ‘letters “stat- 
ing that they enjoyed the symphony 
broadcast. But we were fairly certain 
that approximately a million others 
heard:and enjoyed the concert.

‘‘These remarks lead: logically to the 
subject of “commercial broadcasting. 
Radio commercialism is ‘understood 


and accepted by almost everybody, but

~ Broadcasting Is Expensive. 

‘Operating a broadcasting station 
is an expensive pastime. The annual 
cost is equal to, and frequently more 
than, the cost of installation. Broad- 
casters would like to be philanthro- 
pists. It would be pleasant to provide 
the public with high class entertain- 
ment seven nights a week for 52 
weeks each year. Most broadcasters 
could stand the expense of building a 
station and paying the: staff that op- 
erates it. But—and this is a great big 
but—few broadcasters could maintain 
a staff of professional entertainers

Burden to Set Date 
for Hearing on Plan to Re- 
duce Fire Hazard...

Borough President Connolly Offered 
Amendment to Bullding Code 
Six Months Ago. 


Borough President Mauricé BE. Con- 
nolly six months ago introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen an amendment to 
the Building Code intended to reduce 
the fire hazard by restricting the use 
of wooden shingle roofs in outlying 
sections. It was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Buildings, the Chairman of 
which is Alderman Samuel, J. Burden 
of Long Island City. The amendment 
has slumbered there since April 20. 

Alderman Burden said yesterday that 
he expected to announce on Nov. 10) 
a date for a public hearing on the pro- 
posed measure and that he hoped to 
be able soon thereafter to report it 
favorably out of committee. 

Mr. Connolly’s proposal reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Section 474, Roofing (within‘the fire 
limits): Any roofing hereafter placed 
on any frame building within the City 
of New York fire limits shall be of 
approved incombustible materials, as 
provided by Section 421 of the Build- 
ing Code, but any existing shingle roof 
may be repaired at any time to the 
extent of not more than 25 per cent. 
of its structure.”’ 

Section 421 of the Building Code, 
cited in the proposed amendment, 
stipulates that: “Except as otherwise 
in this chapter specifically provided, 
every roof hereafter placed on any 
building or part thereof shall be 
covered with an approved roofing of 
brick, concrete tile, slate, metal, as- 
bestos, slag, gravel, or other approved 
incombustible material, approved as 
provided in Section 22 of the Building 


Code.”’ 
Strong Support for Move. 


Strong interests are arrayed in favor 
of the adoption of such a measure to 
abate the fire hazard that is declared 
to be especially acute in large groups 
of small frame dwellings constructed 
cheaply by speculative builders. 

H. N. Kelsey, Chairman of the Com- 


mittee on Origin of Fires of the New 
York Board of Fire Underwriters, de- 
clared thatythe proposal “has for its 
object the safeguarding of the lives 
and property of thousands of the citi-: 
zens of New York City. 

“There is pending at present before 
the Board of Aldermen,’’ said Mr. Kel- 
sey, “an ordinance known as the anti- 
shingle roof ordinance. This will pro- 
hibit the wooden shingle roof form of 
construction in building, but in order | 
that no hardship may be worked it is 
stipulated that ten years may elapse 
before the present owners of property 
will be compelled to replace the pres- 
ent roofing. Since the original ordi- 
nance was introduced the ten-year 
sr ‘I am sorry to say, been 

ken out. It should be restored, be- 
cause provision is made which per- 
mits a certain percentage of repairs 
to be made each year. 

“A few months ago, when the Com- 
mission on Housing and Regional Plan- 
ning appointed by Governor Smith was 
studying housing conditions in this 
city, experts testified that, because 
of the wooden shingle roof construc- 
tion in Queens County, New York City 
was threatened with one of the great- 
est conflagrations in the history of the 
country. 

‘You no doubt will probably recall 
that on June 15, 1922, at Arverne, in 
the Rockaways, $2,000,000 was lost in 
a fire that burned over an are of 13% 
acres and destroyed 141 frame resi- 
dences, hotels and boarding houses. It 
has been proved that wooden shingle 
roofs spread this fire in all directions.

In the opinion of the commis- 
sion this can be done only by extend- 
ing the fire limits to the city line in 
all boroughs, except those parts of 
Richmond which are still rural.

A collection of Spanish and Italian 
textiles, paintings, sculp- 
tures and art objects made by Joseph 
Dabissi of New York and Florence, 
Italy, now exhibited at the American 
Art Galleries, will be auctioned next 
Friday and Saturday. 

Among the 455 items are various 
choice sixteenth century Sienese Palio 
banners that represent the pageantry 
of the “City of the Contrade.” One 
decorative banner is centred by a por- 
cupine surmounted by a coronet—em- 
blem of the Contrada of Istrice—on a 
central shield bearing two stars, 
framed in checkers in two corners, and 
stripes in the others in black and/ 
white, crimson and blue. 

A giraffe stands in the shield of an- 
other, emblem, of the Contrada of 
Giraff, and is also coronet-surmounted 
and is flanked by leafage of delicate 


hues. 

Among the items are Florentine 
seventeenth century wrought iron 
gates, terra cotta oil jars and statues, [ 
sixteenth century Florentine madias, 
inlaid refectory tables, Spanish wooden 
gates, carved and parcel-gilded cre- 
denzas, walnut chairs and _ settees 
covered with point d’Hongrie in stalac- 
tice design, Venetian walnut chairs, 
Italian Renaissance appliqué em- 
broidered velvet and damask covers 
and hangings, sixteenth century 
Casentino polychromed walnut jow 
chairs, primitive diptych and triptych 
paintings, stucco bas-reliefs, wrought 
iron and Venetian glass hanging lan- 
terns. 

A rare bit is a seventeenth century 
Venetian carved, polychromed and 
gilded culla, cuvilinear in contour, 
with scrolled rockers, done in laqué 
green, and having on its crested head 
medallions of the Madonna -and Child 
from a bowknot carved in low relief.

Spanish antiques composing the en- 
tire stock in its New York galleries 
of the Pomposa Art ‘Trading Company 
of New York and Palm Beach, com- 
prising more than 600 objects now to 
be seen at the Anderson Galleries, will 
be auctioned next Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday afternoons.

A hand-painted Talavera pottery ser- 
vice depicts the story of Don Quixote 
on its 186 pieces, each showing a dif- 
ferent scene from that classic. Duother 
hand-painted Talavera service is in 
grapevine motifs and a third has flow- 
ers, trees and fruit. 
Alcora tiles and several antique Alpu- 
jarras rugs. 

A sixteenth. century Spanish carved 
oak amoiro, a large ecclesiastical vest- 
ment cupboard, has its front paneled 
and carved. There are carved tables 
of the same period and country. An 
eighteenth century Spanish carved bed- 
stead is painted light turquoise blue 
with gold borders, and incised and gilt 
carvings adorn the high head panel, 
A seventeenth century inlaid vargueno 
has its front carved in arcaded design, 
its ivory inlay is painted with flowers 
and there is much rich gilding and 
polychromy. 

In embroideries there is a fifteenth 
century appliqué and embroidery panel 
with Gothic needlework medallions 
representing Matthew, Luke and Mark.

He 
said the Specimens had a_ beautiful 
glaze and'a variety of color produced 
by methods which today are unknown.

‘In con- 
sequence of this there is an opinion 
on the other side that the natural re- 
sources Of this country are such that 
all the American business man has to 
do is to sit down and watch the money 
flow in. We go home knowing now 
that the development of industry, and 
banking and business are the results 
of American energy and hard work.’’ 

The thing that impressed the visitors 
most,.Mr. Ronnefeld said, was the un- 
usual adoption of the conveyor as a 
time and labor saver. 

In Germany, he said, the conveyor 
was used by some concerns in a very 
limited way, but the visitors ‘were 
struck with the extent of the use of 
conveyors here. Another thing they 
noticed was the manifold uses to which 
tool machinery was put. 

‘This would confute the theory that 
machines cause unemployment, MY 
Ronnefeld said. ‘“‘Here you use ma- 
chinery to do human tasks and still 
there is not unemployment. 

‘We have been astonished at the 
figures in bank statements and in 
annual corporate reports. To us, from 
a country where there has been. de- 
pression, they are amazing and they 
reflect the prosperity of the country. 
Reports of savings banks indicate that 
not eri is the wage earner prosperous 
but also that he is thrifty. 

‘“‘There is one thing, however, that 
we would not like to imitate on the 
other side, and that is the instalment 
buying. There is a great deal of it 
done here, and the danger lies in any 
deflation of business. Then again, in- 
stalment buying does not furnish cor- 
rect trade figures, for an article is not 
sold until it is all paid for. 3 

“Germany can learn much from the 
efficient way the housing problem 
|has been solved in some of. the cities 
we visited. We have in Germany hun- 
dreds of thousands of families who 
cannot live alone, but are forced to 
double up with other families. In Leip- 
sic, out of 800,000. persons there are 
about 64,000 families who are without 
homes of ‘their own. 

“It is unfortunate that in Germany 
capital does not invest in real estate 
as it does in America. Then again we 
have no organizations that make it 
possible for a man of small means to 
buy a home with a small first pay- 
ment and then pay off the mortgage 
and interest in instalments extended 
over a long period. What is needed 
on the other side are agencies that 
assist home owning. 

‘Such a plan could be made to pay 
@ generous dividend. American capi- 
tal would find it good business to look 
into this matter and introduce Ameri- 
can systems of real estate develop- 
ment on the other side, 

‘‘While we did not find .prohibition 
strict, we were much impressed by a

dilute mixture of geraniol placed in 
a field had attracted the bettles from 
a distance of half a mile. Experi- 
ments were being carried on, he said, 
to concentrate the insects in this way; 
that they might be killed by contact 
sprays or poison baits. Traps con- 
taining geraniol caught as many as 
3,000: beetles an hour during their 
active period, and a poisoned bait of 
bran and molasses perfumed with 
geraniol had been used successfully. 

The territory in New York and Con-
